WHEREAS, YMCAs throughout 1Illinois are dedicated to
providing programs and services to over 384,000 youth between

the ages of one and seventeen; and

WHEREAS, Community-based responses alleviate the growing
epidemic of obesity and physical inactivity, particularly

among young people; and

WHEREAS, YMCA Healthy Kids Day 1is a national event
celebrating healthy 1living and helping kids and families

embrace habits that can become a lifelong practice; and

WHEREAS, On April 8, 2006, YMCAs throughout the nation and
the State of Illinois will sponsor YMCA Healthy Kids Day to

help our youth become more healthy; therefore, be it
